MAX 
MANTWILL 
MURDERED 
AND 
MUTILATED, 


Hacked Into an Unrecognizable Mass by 
an Unknown Assassin in the Dark 
—Various Crimes. 


Chicago, Dec. 20.—The fiendishness 
end brutality displayed in the murder of 
Max Mantwill last n ig h t will stand as an 
epoch in Chicago’s criminal history. 
At* 
tacked in his own house by an unknown 
assassin, Mantwill fought till he was 
literally butchered, and, bleeding from 
Dearly fifty wounds, he fell to the ground 
dead. 
The most profound mystery surrounds 
the case. 
Boma of the many families that 
lire in the vicinity of Division and Larra* 
bee streets say they heard sounds of a 
struggle In Mantwill’g house, and one 
woman says she heard groans, as if some 
one was in terrible agony, and then foot­ 
steps running rapidly along the walk in 
the alley, as though some one was making 
his escape. 
Still no one was seen in that 
vicinity to whom suspicion can be at­ 
tached. 
The Mant wills—Max, his wife, and three 
children, the oldest a boy of 8 years—live 
in a house at the rear of IO Pleasant street, 
hear Division. About 8 o’clock last even­ 
ing he went down to the water closet in . 
the basement. After an absence of twenty 
minutes his wife, fearing that something 
had happened him, went down stairs to 
G 
I what was the matter. 
Her H-year-old 
y went along with her. 
Upon entering 
the basement the boy lighted a match, 
and by the pale flame they saw the hus­ 
band and father lying in a pool of blood 
in the middle of the floor. Terror-stricken, 
they rushed from the spot and aroused 
Hie neighbors. 
A few minutes later Caph Schuttler, 
Bergh Franzen of Larrabee street station, 
lad several detectives arrived. 
The glare 
S 
a lamp revealed s ghastly sight in the 
iBement. 
Just inside the door the body 
y clothed in blood. 
The head was found 
nearly severed from the body by two 
ghastly cuts on the right side of the neck, 
Where the fleshy part of the left arm hung 
to the shoulder by the smallest shred. 
Both hands were cut Into bits. 
Directly 
over the left breast was a wound two and 
9be-half inches long and reaching to the 
heart 
The back was cut into strips, and 
about the body in general were wounds 
almost without number. The face was 
’ haggled and lacerated. 
It seemed to be 
the work of a fiend who found ghoulish 
pleasure in not killing but butchering his 
victim. 
Near the body was found a bundle of 
Clothes, some cut and all bearing the im­ 
print of human hands stamped in blood, 
as if the assassin had cleansed his hands 
on them after the murder. A week’s 
washing hung on lines In the basement, 
and these, too, were blood stained, as was 
the ceiling, showing how fearful had been 
the struggle. 
On the white clothes a trail 
of blood was discovered leading to a little 
llide window at the north end of the room. 
On the window frame and sash were the 
Imprints of bloody hands, furnishing a 
Blew to the means of escape taken by the 
piurderer. 
These are the only clews to the 
author of the tragedy. 
Mr. and Mrs. August Jahns, who live 
next door, say they heard sounds of a 
struggle. 
They went to the door and 
heard some one run from the basement 
window of the Mantwill house. 
Otto 
Mantwill, an 8-year-old son of the mur­ 
dered man, said he heard some one cry out 
and called his mother’s attention to it. 
Mrs. Mantwill was very cool when the 
police arrived and positively refused to 
allow the body to be brought into the 
house. 
Whoever committed the deed must have 
been familiar with the locality of the base­ 
ment. The room during the fight was un­ 
doubtedly without light, and unless he was 
acquainted with the room the assassin 
Could not have found the window through 
Which he escaped. 
On this point the theory is advanced 
that a sneak thief had entered the place, 
and, upon hearing Mantwhl enter the 
door and thinking he was going to be 
saptured attacked Mantwill. 
Search is 
being made for a crazy man who is said to 
have been in that vicinity lately, and who 
tome think did the deed. 
Mrs. Mantwill says her husband' ac­ 
cused two men a few days ago of drown­ 
ing a man, and that they took this way of 
keeping their crime a secret. No credence 
is placed In this story, however. 
Another theory suggested is that an 
Admirer of Mrs. Mantwill’s is apt to figure 
in the case. The Mantwills are Germans 
end have lived at their present home 
about three months. 
Before this they 
[ived at 54 Uhland street. People who were 
neighbors of theirs at the latter place say 
the Mantwills did not live happily to­ 
gether. 
A young man named Bruno Ebel- 
Ing boarded with them, and it is said that 
his attentions to his landlady was strongly 
objected to by Mantwill. 
Ebeling fre­ 
quently accompanied Mrs. Mantwill to 
the theater, it is said, and visited her in 
the absence of the husband. 
Since living 
at their present abode Ebeling has con­ 
tinued his visits, though Mrs. Mantwill 
lays when her husband was at home. 
At 2 o’clock this morning Ebeling was 
arrested on the West Side for the murder 
pf Mantwill 
Ebeling professed his inno­ 
cence and claimed to be able to prove an 
alibi. 
He says his acquaintance with the 
Mantwills is of long standing and that the 
husband never objected to his attentions 
ta Mrs. Mantwill

T O S U P P R E S S CATTLE PLAQUES. 


A National A ssociation of Live Stock 
Comm issioners—R esolutions. 
Bf S p rin g field , IIL, Dec. 20.—The dele­ 
gates to the national conference of live 
stock commissioners have organized the 
Inter-State Live Stock Sanitary Associa­ 
tion for the purpose 6f accomplishing co­ 
operation between State live stock com­ 
missioners and State veterinarians in the 
prevention and suppression of contagious 
diseases among the domestic animals and 
for the discussion of sanitary subjects. 
Meetings are to be he’d annually in this 
city, and the representation is to consist 
of State live stock commissioners and vet­ 
erinarians and of four delegates from the 
sanitary board of such States as have no 
live stock commissioners. 
The following 
officers were elected: President, the Hon. 
T. C. Jones of Ohip; Vice Presidents, the 
Hon. H. H. Hiatus of Michigan, the Hon. 
John M. Pearson of Illinois, and the Hon. 
Adams Earle of Indiana; Secretary, C. P. 
Johnson of Illinois. 
The convention adopted resolutions ex­ 
pressing the conviction that tuberculosis in 
cattle is dangerously contagious and de­ 
structive of human life when the milk or 
meat of infected animals is used for food. 
The resolutions recommended that cities, 
towns, and villages provide for the in - 
spection of dairies by veterinarians and 
prohibition of the sale of milk except by 
licensed dairymen whose cows are found 
to be free from the disease. 
They also 
recommended legislation in the several 
States for the inspection and licensing of 
dairies from which milk is sold to butter 
and cheese 
factories. 
The 
conference 
urged the necessity of immediate action 
for the suppression and extirpation of dis­ 
ease in States that have suitable laws in 
force. 
It requested the Department of 
Agriculture to make its regulations ap­ 
plicable to cattle shipped from south of 
the southern boundary of the States of 
Kansas and Missouri and west to the 
northwest corner of the Territory of New 
Mexico, and keep them in force from 
March I to Dec. I of each year. The com­ 
plete destruction of cattle infected with 
actinomycosis was recommended.

MR. BEECHER W AS NO DUDE 


D etroit, Mich., Dec. 20.—A shocking 
accident occurred at the Tilden public 
school early last evening while about six­ 
teen girls were rehearsing a Christmas I 
cantata which was to be performed to­ 
morrow. 
The costumes of the girls were 
made of I ight gauze and trimmed with 
cotton batting. 
One of the performers 
had a wand with which she accidentally 
struck a candle, lighting the wand. 
The 
flames were communicated to the child­ 
ren’s clothing and all were burned more 
or less. 
Five who were enveloped in the 
flames ran into the street, were some 
workmen rolled them in the mud and ex­ 
tinguished the flames. Jennie Lankskear 
was burned to death, however, and the 
other four seriously but not fatally in­ 
jured. 
The fire, which in the meantime had 
communicated to the floor of the scnool- 
house, was extinguished without difficulty. 
Bessie Zeley was the girl whose costume 
was first ignited by the wand. 
Immedi­ 
ately the other girls gathered around her 
and endeavored to extinguish the flames. 
The result was that in a moment at least a 
dozen terrified children were running wild­ 
ly around the room with their clothes on 
fire. 
A terrible scene ensued. 
The panic­ 
stricken children rushed from the room 
and ran wildly through the building call­ 
ing for help, but none was at hand. 
At 
last the janitor appeared and dashed pails 
of water over some of them. 
His timely 
action undoubtedly prevented the disaster 
from being much more terrible in its 
results. 
Jennie Lankskear was carried to a house 
near by, where it was found that every 
article of clothing, with the exception of 
her shoes, was burned from her body. 
She lingered in the greatest agony till 
death relieved her sufferings. 
The num­ 
ber of seriously burned is put at eight, but 
it is not thought that their injuries are 
necessarily fatal.

FLOODS IN CALIFORNIA. 


Gov. W aterman A ppeals to the W ar De­ 
partm ent for Help. 
Sacram ento, Cal, Dec. 20.—The floods 
of last week caused an immense break in 
the levee along the Sacramento river 
about two iqiles below this city. Water 
has been pouring through this opening in 
the back ever since, and a bar has begun 
to form across the river below the creek, 
consequently fears have been entertained 
here that the channel of the river would 
change aud 
navigation be destroyed. 
Gov. Waterman held a conference with a 
number of citizens to-day and it was de­ 
termined to bring the matter to the atten­ 
tion of the general government at once. 
The Governor sent the following dispatch 
to Senator Stanford: 
“Sacramento river is 
in danger of 
changing its channel. 
There is a break 
two miles below here which is 1,000 feet 
wide. 
An immense bar is forming below 
the break across the river. 
As hydraulic 
miuing has ceased the appropriation of 
$250, OOO in the hands of the war depart­ 
ment is available and ought to be used now 
to save the navigation of the river.” 
This will be followed by letters fully 
explaining the situation, which will be 
sent over the name of the Governor to the 
California Senators and Representatives, 
with the request that they urge upon the 
TV ar Department the necessity of taking 
immediate action in the matter.

The Chicago Herald talks about wager 
and the tariff with its eyes shut. It tills 
when it knows it will miss the point. 
The other day when it took to tar k the 
Chicago Tribnne and the Inter (Lean for 
claiming that protection increased the 
wages of the working people, it did 
not think cf the experience cf this 
country, 
neither 
did 
it 
have 
in mind ti e condition of wage earners in 
Engined. 
The Herald [followed the 
wake of the News in demacdicg that 
free trade should be adopted that wages 
may increase and that tthe prices of all 
manufactured gocds may decrease. The 
News wants carpets to sell for half the 
price they do now regardless of the effect 
such a reduction will have on 
the 
wages of the men and the women who 
manage the carpet looms. The Herald 
wait} railway ircn and ether kinds of 
manufacture d iron to sell at English 
prices, while it seems to oare nothing as 
to hew this English standard cf prices 
shall effect the wages cf ircn wcrkeis. 
The free trade papers will do well to 
give the utterances of Lord Salisbury n 
careful study. He made a speech in 
England during the last week of Novem 
ber in which the burden cf his thought 
was the depressed condition of labor in 
that country, and here are some of his 
words: 
There is one way in wbioh I think it is 
possible for the state to give considerable 
assistance to the working man, but it is, 
unfortunately, a method to which be has 
been taught by bis unwise advisers to 
look w it oonei derat) e repute ion. I re­ 
fer to all those measures which have for 
their object the giving of facilities to 
emigrate-—to emigrate especially to other 
parts of our own empire. As I said be­ 
fore, wages is a question of the compar­ 
ative numbers of the employers seeking 
workmen, and the workmen seeking em­ 
ployers. 
If you wish to raise wages 
your best way of doing so ie, first, to take 
care that the employers have full con­ 
fidence, so that their numbers may be 
kept up; and, on the other band, by emi­ 
gration to happier soils, where greeter 
rewards attend the labors of industry, to 
diminish the number of workmen who 
are competing for wages, aud so to raiee 
the 
wages that are given. 
Much 
baa been said in this oountry about 
rani ag wages and ebuut lowering rents, 
but there i* no such certain specific for 
both these operations as the opening the 
door for those workmen who choose to 
seek a better market for their industry 
in other lands. 
They will be happier 
and licher themselves; they will create 
new markets for the industry of their 
oountry mer, aud they will cease to drive 
down the rate of wages io England by 
excessive competition. 
Here is vbe chief principle of protec­ 
tion dearly and concisely stated. “If 
you * ish to raise wages your best way 
of doing so is, first take care that the em- 
11 oyes have full confidence, so that they 
oan be kept up." Ibis is the point. 
It free trade breaks down industriee, or 
materially weakens them, bow are wages 
of even a moderate standard, to be main** 
trined? 
Lord Salisbury understands 
this very [ bialy, and that is why he sug­ 
gests emigration to a more desirable 
oountry. 
Bat there is another thing to be taken 
into account. If free trade is sash a 
glorious thing in fostering industries and 
makiog capital strong and confident, 
why is it that bo many English byndicates 
ore boxing up their money and shipping 
it to a protected oountry that they may 
invest it in American enterprises? These 
are|some of the questions that the Chi­ 
cago Herald should answer. 


The Milwaukee Sentinel says: “The 
press is quite generally attacking John 
Culver, the Cronin juryman who held 
out against a verdict condemning Cough­ 
lin, Burke and O'Sullivan to the gallows. 
District Attorney Longenecker is report­ 
ed to have given bim a terrible raking 
over since the trial. Even the superfine 
mugwump New York Times calls ‘the 
verdict a miscarriage of justice.’ 
And 
yet the sentence of imprisonment for life 
is as severe as the law permits to be en­ 
forced upon the most atrocious murderer 
in many states of the Union, and in 
some countries in Europe. There are, 
however, many people who hold the as­ 
sassination of Dr. Cronin in as mach 
horror es any of Mr. Colver'a critics, and 
at the 
tame time, though approving 
oapiteI punishment where there is pos­ 
itive evidence cf guilt, deprecate its in­ 
fliction in cases only supported by cir­ 
cumstantial evidence. The attacks oa 
Mr. Calver are in bad taste, and demon­ 
strate that in this country the jury man’s 
lot is an unhappy one.” 
The Sentinel has the wiser judgment. 
No one is justified id making such mer­ 
ciless attacks on Mr. Culver. It may 
have been better t d find a verdict for 
hanging. The prevailing sentiment of 
the oountry seemed to be on the side 
capital punishment; and yet it must be 
remembered that convictions were se­ 
cured on circumstantial evidence only, 
although it was strong in its character. 
lf Mr. Culver honestly thought that 
under the circumstances imprisonment 
for life should be the verdict, he had a 
right, even if the eleven were against 
him, to be respected in that opinion. 


Whether the Australian system of 
voting woald increase cr dimmish tho 
democratic strength ic is equally the duty 
of democrats to oppose the new-fangled 
plan. The democratic principle is to 
give the widest toe 3dom to the citizen 
and to allow the least possible interfer­ 
ence with his rights. 
It is democratic 
to make voting es easy as possible and 
not as bard ?s possible. 
Any system 
which hedges the voter with restrictions 
and so confuses him that he is liable to 
lose his vote for technical defect or to 
have it counted f jt the wrong candidate 
is anti democratic. It may do for re­ 
publicans and for mugwumps, but it is 
not for democrats—New York Sun. 
This is a simon pure democratic opin­ 
ion cf the Australian ballot system. The 
Bun knows just as well as Governor Hill 
does, that ballot ref orm means a suppres­ 
sion cf fraudulent votes. If it were adopt­ 
ed in New York, the state would never 
go demceiaiie, and Governor Hill and 
the Bun have their eyes ontbisfact when 
they protest against the Australian sys­ 
tem.

that a platoon of infantry was held in 
readiness to shoot him while he was in 
custody, and also that It is false th a t 
Maracaju, the imperial minister of war, 
was in any way a traitor to Dom Pedro. 
He was dismissed by the republic because 
he betrayed tho army and the country. 
De Ouro Preto's manifesto is designed to 
deceive Europe. Brazil detests Preto, and 
the restoration of the monarchy is abso­ 
lutely impossible. The politicians around 
Pedro used him as a tool in tho accom­

The claims that certain European States 
may interfere in the concerns of Brazil, 
Barboza says, are merely ridiculous.

ley it is a simple fact that Brazil is in an 
offensive and defensive alliance with all 
America.

W a sh in g to n , Dec. 20.—In a petition 
presented to the Senate by Mr. Stock­ 
bridge the Detroit board of trade call at 
tention to the great necessity for the 
speedy construction of

around the falls of the Sault Ste. Marie 
river. 
The completion of tho Northern 
Pacific and the Canadian Pacific roads, 
the petition says, brings over 20,000,000 
barrels of flour annually to be transported 
through the canal, besides almost unlim­ 
ited quantity of iron ore, copper, timber, 
building stone, coal, salt, and unclassified 
freight.

M onsy fro m S h eep in W in te r, 
To be successful in raising’ early 
lambs the New England Homestead 
ways several things are essential: 
First, warm, dry barns, well ven­ 
tilated. Barns so warm that water 
will not freeze in them are not difficult 
to secure even with old open buildings, 
Get some poles or old hoards and nail 
them on tho inside, filling between 
with straw or poor hay. To bo sure, 
this will not make a fancy barn, but it 
will secure warmth and cost but a 
trifle. 
Second, good feeding with a variety 
of food at different times. To make 
enough milk to k e e p tho lambs grow­ 
ing the ewes must have some succulent 
food] like beets, silage, or apples, as 
well as a liberal grain ration. 
The 
regularity of feeding is also important, 
for, if the sheep do not receive their 
food at tho time they should, they will 
b e uneasy, walking around, bleating, 
and in every way indicate that they 
are impatient for it. 
Third, their food must be kept clean, 
and no dirty troughs or drinking tubs 
can be allowed, for they are very 
particular about having their food 
clean. 
Fourth, one of the most important 
conditions is good care. The man who 
goes rushing about the pens with a 
great deal of noise, will not make a 
good shepherd. Sheep are very timid, 
and they will be nervous and fright­ 
ened all the time. 
When you see a 
man sitting down in a pen with tho 
lafiibs climbing upon him or nibbling 
upon his coat, the sheep eating or 
lying with half-shut eyes, chewing 
their cuds, you may be pretty sure 
that you have the right man to take 
care of sheep. 
Lastly, the sheep must be divided 
into small lots of twenty to twenty-five. 
This may be done with tho feeding 
racks.

way from ‘25 to 30 cents per pouud co­ 
coanut butter at half that price is 
thought to have a great future before 
it. 
At present it is chiefly used in hos­ 
pitals, but it is rapidly finding its way 
to the tables of the poor, particularly 
as a substitute for oleomargarine. 
It 
is free, also, from germs of tuberculosis, 
which is said to afflict fully IO per cent 
of the milk giving cows in Germany. 
The consul recommends tho adoption 
of this new butter as an article of 
manufacture in the United States.

When your pigs crawl and have no 
use of their hind legs, give them a ta­ 
blespoonful of turpentine in their food 
for three or four days. 
Hogs will need 
two. 
Of the seventeen colts of Miss Rus­ 
sell, the dam of Maud S., only three 
are dead, and it is estimated that hor 
living produce represent a valuation of 
not less than $200,000. 
Experiments in Western Pennsyl­ 
vania and Ohio in crossing full-blood 
Oxford Down hucks with a high grade 
of Blacktop Merino ewes promise the 
best results in wool, lambs, mutton 
and hardiness. 
You can over feed as well as under 
feed a colt; do neither, feed just right. 
Give good nourishing food from the 
start, hut do not force them, they are 
neither hogs are steers, and the early 
maturity business may he overdone ii 
you try to force them. 
A gill of carbolic acid in a bucket ol 
water sprinkled over the floors of the 
pig pens and over the yard, will be 
found a considerable help in purifying 
these places.

A G R IC U L T U R A L . 


In c re a s in g th e M a n u re H eap . 
While it is no economy to increase 
the quantity of manure at the expense 
of quality at the samo time it is quite 
important to see that nothing that will 
make a good fertilizer is allowed to go 
to waste. 
If the plan of cleaning out the stables 
and sheds is followed and tho manure 
is piled up either under shelter or 
without, it will be found advantageous 
to save all the more easily soluble por­ 
tions as it is this that is the more liable 
to be lost, says N.JJ. Shepherd in Farm. 
Field and Stockman. 
By supplying plenty of bedding in 
the stables or sheds all the liquid por­ 
tions may he absorbed and held, and 
then if care is taken in the piling tho 
loss by leaching may Ije greatly lessen­ 
ed. A good layer bf straw, leaves or 
other litter, should bo put on the 
ground first, this will hold a good per 
cent of the soluble portion^ and then 
if there is a considerable quantity piled 
up a layer of straw or litter can^ after 
he put In to good advantage. 
This is especially tho case when 
there is a considerable quantity of 
straw, more than can ho used for feed­ 
ing to g©6d advantage! It is less work 
to haul direct from the stables to tho 
fields, but this can not always he done 
to the best adf&ntago and to avoid 
allowing too large a quantity to ac­ 
cumulate in the stables it will bo 
necessary to pile outbid©. 
A shed will protect considerably and 
especially will avoid leaching. 
When this can not be done, piling 
in a circular heap, putting a good 
layer of straw underneath and cover­ 
ing with a layer of straw or litter will 
protect considerably. 
To throw manure out of the stablo 
without covering or piling so as to 
shed water is to lose considerable part 
of the most valuable properties, and as 
the expense of handling and applying 
is the same it should be tho aim to 
save all the soluble portions as fully as 
possible. 
Manure should bo considered a pro­ 
duct of the farm and should be handled 
so 
as to realize the hest possible 
results, avoiding waste and securing 
as far as possible all tho benefits in 
order to increase the profits. 


T h e O a t C rop. 
But few persons have a clear idea of 
the magnitude of the oat crop of this 
country and of its value. 
Corn and 
„ wheat are such important crops that 
many lose sight of other crops that are 
of great value. The increase in the 
acreage and product of the oat crop 
has been very large since 1880, but 
there is little difference in tho rate of 
yield, which has had an annual average 
of about twenty-six bushels to the 
acre, and an average prico of thirty- 
two cents. 
From a production of 
417,885,380 bushels in 1880, the crop 
amounted to 701,785,000 bushels in 
1888. As a producing State Illinois 
was in the lead, with a production in 
round numbers of 137, OOO, OOO bushels, 
followed by Iowa with 67,000,000, and 
Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, 
Kansas and 
New York with from 43,000,000 to 
50,000,000 respectively. 
The present year, the crop suffered 
in some sections from unfavorable 
weather at harvest time, but with an 
increased area it is estimated that it 
will exceed that of 1888 some 30,000,- 
000 bushels. 
Oats are 
cultivated 
through a wide range of latitude and 
on a greater variety of soil than any 
other grain and are liable to fewer in­ 
juries. The proportion from husk to 
kernel and the compactness of grain 
determine the value of the {variety. 
Oats are a remarkably well balanced 
food. 
Containing, as they do, a large 
quantity of the most valuable constitu­ 
ents, they approach what may he 
called a perfect food, although they 
contain a larger proportion of husk 
and fiber that wheat or barley. 


It ashing the dishes is no small part 
of the work in many households. 
The 
number of aching backs and feet 
might be greatly lessened if women 
would only sit to wash dishes.

One can not afford to 
heat eggs with a fork, when for ten 
cents a beater can be purchased that 
will do tho work in one-tenth th© time. 
A farina boiler is a necessity, as there 
is no danger of scorching and wasting 
the food. A meat chapper and brais­ 
ing pan enable one to Use tho cheaper 
pieces of meat.
